He a'so thought it would be fun 
if he planted a prop ghost to create 
atmosphere for his guests — Jackie 
Moran, Marcia Mae Jones, Marilyn 
Knowlden, and Bradley Metcalfe, who 
are all featured in “Barefoot Boy.” 
Brown had such a good time con- 
vincing the kids that the place was 
really a ghost hang-out that he could 
hardly wait until the midnight ren- 
dezvous took place. 


The next dark night, on the ap- 
pointed hour, the five adventurers set 
out. By the time the kids reached 
the spot where the old house leered 
through the trees, Brown had worked 
them up to a pitch of excitement and 
fear. The director was enjoying him- 
self immensely, until he saw a ghostly 
light flash from an upstairs window. 


Positive that no one else knew of 
the plans to visit the mansion, Brown 
was a little shaken at the sight of 
the green flash, but felt that he 
couldn’t let the kids know his fear. 
So on they went. As the five crossed 
the porch and prepared to enter the 
house itself, a weird groan floated up 
from the cellar. 


Suddenly from the top of the 
stairs a scream shattered the silence, 
and down towards the terrified group 
floated a horrib!e head in a mist of 
fog.

One day Mary Pickford 
came to town for personal appear- 
ances, and when Jackie came _ back- 
stage to get her autograph, the great 
star was so impressed by the child’s 
intelligent questions about the theatre, 
that when he confided to her his am- 
bition to be an actor, Miss Pickford 
advised his mother to take him to 
Hollywood. 

When Jackie was eleven, in 1935, 
the Morans did come to Hollywood. 
Their second day at the coast they 
auditioned the boy for a part in “The 
King Sleeps,” which was playing at 
the Vine Street Theatre. He played 
that show for two weeks, and then 
stepped into his first picture part in 
“And So They Were Married” with 
Melvyn Douglas, Mary Astor, and 
Edith Fellows. 

After this he did “Valiant is the 
Word for Carrie,” followed by “The 
Adventures of Tom Sawyer,” and got 
a big break opposite Deanna Durbin 
in “Mad About Music.” 

Now comes Monogram’s “Barefoot 
Boy,” which definitely establishes 
Jackie Moran as an_ outstanding 
juvenile star.

| Studio visitors who express alarm 


at the sight of movie children work- 
ing day after day on a picture, with 
apparently no thought to school 
books, had an excellent chance to see 
how the State of California takes 
care of this situation, on the set of 
Monogram’s “Barefoot Boy,” which is 
playing now at the theatre. 


There are five child actors in “Bare- 
foot Boy” — Jackie Moran, the star 
of the picture; Marcia Mae Jones, 
Marilyn Knowlden, Bradley Metcalfe, 
and Johnny Morris. 


These. youngsters, who seemingly 
work all day on movie sets, actually 
work only four hours; for under the 
state law a child must have an eight 
hour day — four hours for working, 
three hours for schooling, and one 
for recreation. If a picture is being 
made during vacation time, when 
school is not in session, the child 
works four hours, and spends the 
other four in recreation. 


All studios employ qualified teach- 
ers, who are assigned the double duty 
of being guardians as well as instruc- 
tors for their charges. Teaching on 
the set is a matter of private tutoring, 
for all instruction is individual. 
Oftentimes, when the child goes back 
to school to take his place in his 
class, he finds he is far ahead of the 
other students because of the advan- 
tages of this individual instruction. 


Mary Angier, who was the teacher 
on the “Barefoot Boy” set, states that 
screen children are of remarkably 
high intelligence. Her work was made 
easier because Jackie Moran, Marcia 
Mae Jones, and the others in the pic- 
ture were all in the same class, and 
could therefore be given the same 
assignments. 


“Barefoot Boy” is the story of a 
country boy who undertakes the re- 
generation of a spoiled city youth. 
Adults in the cast include Claire 
Windsor, Ralph Morgan, Matty Fain, 
Frank Puglia, and Chas. D. Brown. 


“Dog Waits For 
Cue To Act 


Terry, the gifted little Cairn terrier 
who is a prominent member of the 
cast of Monogram’s “Barefoot Boy,” 
now at the theatre, is 
an outstanding example of a movie 
dog. 


Terry is owned and trained by Carl 
Spitz, well-known animal trainer, who 
also owns “Buck,” the St. Bernard 
who appeared in “Call of the Wild.” 


Terry is a picture veteran, and has 
played prominent parts in such pic- 
tures as “Bright Eyes,’ “Fury,” and 
“The Buccaneer.” He is a_ small, 
black dog with remarkable intelli- 


| gence. 


~An incident which demonstrates 
the animal’s keen powers of observa- 
tion occurred during the filming of 
“Barefoot Boy,” when producer E. B. 
Derr noticed that when the assistant 
director slapped the slate, the dog 
jumped. The “slate” is a small wood- 
en board which carries the number 
of the scene, the name of the direc- 
tor, and the number of the “take.” 
It is photographed before each scene, 
and the scene is “marked” by slap- 
ping the slate, which is the signal to 
start the action. 


Derr noticed that the pistol-like 
crack of the marker made the sensi- 
tive terrier cringe, so he ordered that 
the scene would be marked at its 
conclusion, so as not to frighten the 
dog. But when the next shot was 
taken, the director and dog trainer 
both called “Action!”, but Terry, 
trained to hear the slap of the slate 
before he started to “act,” would not 
move until he heard it.
